5, The Secretary-General of the Union of Middle Political Parties is CHAO Ping ah KO), 
a graduate of Columbia University Law School and later a student at Oxford, who 
qualified as a British barrister-at-law. In 1926 CHAO began working for the Min~- 
istry of Railways as a counsellor. Later he cooperated with WU Fu-kun, also a 
counsellor in the Ministry, to form the Canton Daily Sun, an English language 
publication. In 1930 CHAO became a judge in Hunan, and in 1933, a judge in Amoy. 
Later in the same year, when Lugene CHEN was induced to join the Peoplets Govern- 
ment in Foochow, CHAO acted as CHEN's representative. He has been on the faculties 
of Kwangsi University and Hunan University where he taught in the English Department 
and dabbled in politics. At present he is a faculty member of the National Uni~ 
versity of Political Science in Nanking. As a college student, CHAO was something 
of a playboy. He married an English cabaret worker who accompanied him to China, 
but she eventually left him and returned to England. He later married a Chinese 
woman fifteen years his junior; their only daughter died during the war.
